The House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee’s “reconsideration of national de- 
fense policy” got underway this week 
with decided emphasis placed upon avia- 
tion and proposed creation of a Depart- 
ment of National Defense. 

As reported in the Journat last week, 
Representative John J. McSwain, chair- 
man of the committee announced March 
23 that the group had decided to hold 
hearings looking toward “a broad re- 
consideration of the National Defense 
Act and the entire question of National 
Defense.” 

As the first witness in their investiga- 
tion, the committee called former Brig. 
Gen. William Mitchell, whose strong ut- 
terances on the same subject in 1925 led 
to his conviction by court-martial and his 
subsequent resignation from the service. 

He urged maintenanee of the Army 
at its present strength, creation of an 
air force consisting of 2000 huge bomb- 
ers and 50 zeppelins, and drastic reduc- 
tion of naval strength. 

The committee had before it indirectly, 
a bill providing for the consolidation of 
the War and Navy Departments into 
one Department of National Defense and 
the creation of a separate air force. The 
measure, introduced by Representative 
McSwain on March 29, the day before 
the hearings started was referred by the 
Speaker of the House to the Committee 
on Expenditures in the Executive De- 
partments rather than to the Military 
Affairs Committee. 

General Mitchell to]d the committee 
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_Hold Up Service Construction 


Time alone will tell just how greatly 
the construction in the Army and Navy 
will suffer from the Bureau of the Bud- 
get’s “temporary stop order” put on pub- 
lic works to divert funds for the use of 
the reforestation-relief program. It is 
understood that no new contracts will be 
entered into for Army barracks and 
quarters and other construction or for 
shore construction in the Navy until the 
administration has prepared its new 
building program which, according to 
Director of the Budget Douglas, may or 
may not include all of those projects 
now being postponed. 

The Senate committee altered the bill 
so as at least to keep alive the authori- 
zations now existing for construction. 
They made the last section of the bill 
read: “For ‘he purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of this act, there is hereby 
authorized to be expended, under the 
direction of the President, out of any 
unobligated moneys heretofore appro- 
priated for public works (except for 
projects on which actual construction 
may be commenced within 90 days), 
such sums aS may be necessary; and an 
amount equal to the amount so expended 
is hereby authorized to be appropriated 
for the same purpose for which such 
moneys were originally appropriated.” 
While this signifies, to some extent, the 
intention of Congress not to let these 
items be forgotten there is no assurance 
that such re-appropriations may not be 
put off for many years. 

Director of the Budget Douglas testi- 
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Pay Cut of 15 Per Cent 
Decreed by President 


Superseding the furlough plan in ef- 
fect since last July, the drastic new pay 
cut of 15 per cent goes into effect today. 
The pay and allowances of all military 
personnel, active and retired, officers 
and enlisted men, are to be reduced by 
that percentage, the maximum allowed 
by the law. In addition the armed serv- 
ices suffer further by continuation of 
the “pay freeze.” 

In ordering the cut the President an- 
nounced that the study of the difference 
between cost of living today and in 1928 
showed a decrease of 21.7 per cent. 

The executive order announcing the 
new pay reduction after quoting the Act 
authorizing the cut, declares: 

“Whereas, through established agen- 
cies of the Government, I have investi- 
gated the facts relating to the cost of 
living in the United States during the 
six months period ending June 30, 1928, 
and during the six months period ending 
December 31, 1932, and have determined 
index figures of the cost of living dur- 
ing such periods, such index figures be- 
ing based upon index figure of 100 for 
the year 1913; 

“Now, therefore, pursuant to the 
authority so vested in me, I hereby an- 
nounce : 

“First, That such index figures are— 

“(a) 171.0 for the six months period 
ending June 30, 1928, the base period, 
and 

“(b) 133.9 for the six months period 
ending December 31, 1932; 

“Second, That the cost of living index 
for the six months period ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1932, is 21.7 per centum lower 
than the cost of living index for the base 
period; and 

“Third, That this per centum being in 
excess of the maximum per centum pre- 
scribed by section 3(b), the percentage 
of reduction applicable under section 
2(b), in determining the compensation 
of officers and employes to be paid dur- 
ing the period from April 1, 1933, to 
June 30, 1933, inclusive, is 15 per cen- 
tum.

Following the issuance of the execu- 
tive order, the Comptroller General 
rendered a number of decisions as to 
the effect of the economy legislation upon 
the military services. The rulings lay 
down that: 

Rental allowances are reduced one 
dollar per room per month and subsis- 
tence allowances are reduced one cent 
each subsistence allowance per day. 
Under the Act, all allowances are cut 
15 per cent below 1928 levels, and by 
executive order last June. rental and 
subsistence allowances were by nearly 
this proportion. 

Allowances for travel, shore patrol 
expenses—gunnery and _ engineering 
prizes—and reenlistment bonuses (sus- 
pended entirely after July 1, 1933) are 
not subject to any cut. 

Quarters and subsistence allowances 
for enlisted men except when in travel 
status are cut.

Service Flight Pay 


A detailed and voluminous report op- 
posing any reduction in the flight pay 
of piloting or non-piloting officers on fly- 
ing duty was sent to the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs this week by the 
Chief of Air Corps, Maj. Gen. Benjamin 
Foulois, USA. 

Representative John J. McSwain, 
chairman of the military committee, 
wrote to General Foulois on March 13, 
requesting the views of the Air Corps 
in connection with the investigation of 
the question of flying pay initiated by 
that committee. Mimeographed copies of 
a report, consisting of 22 pages and 18 
lengthy appendices, was sent to the com- 
mitte by the Air Corps in compliance 
with this request. 

Lines of Investigation 
In connection with the committee's in- 


vestigation Chairman MeSwain asked 
specifically for the views of the Air 
Corps on the following four proposi- 
tions: 


1. <A proposal that flying pay be in 
proportion to the number of hours flown 
by each individual. 

2. A proposal that there should be a 
limit to the number of officers in the 
field grades that should receive flight 
pay. 

3. Whether or 
Flight Surgeons 
flight pay. 

4. And, if so, how much should they 
receive in comparison with actual pilots. 

The Air Corps opposed propositions 
(1) and (2), and as to (3) and (4) rec- 
ommended that non-piloting officers on 
flying duty should receive the same pay 
for flying as pilots. 

“Flying Corps” Desired 

“The object of flying pay,” declares 
the Air Corps report, “is to make the 
Air Corps a fiying corps, and it is desired 
to show in this paper the soundness of 
such a policy—that the Army Air Corps 
is, in fact, a flying corps and that, when 
compared with the schedules of pay in 
existence in the Royal Air Force of 
Great Britain and in our own commer- 
cial flying activities, and the fatalities 
and accidents occurring in connection 
herewith, the Government is getting full 
value for the money expended. 

“The fighting value of the Air Corps 
depends directly on the extent to which 
it is a real military flying corps. To re- 
duce the inducement to engage in mili- 
tary flying or to remove many of the 
Air Corps personnel entirely from a fly- 
ing status, will reduce its efficiency as 
a fighting force and its ability to carry 
out properly its role in National De- 
fense.” 

In presenting argument against reduc- 
tion of flight pay, the report treats the 
problem from two angles; first that the 
present schedule of flight pay should not 
be modified, and second that the pay- 
ment of such pay to the individual

should be made in amounts gradually in- 
creasing with age. 

Figures were presented to show that 
the pay of Air Corps officers compared 
unfavorably with salaries paid in com- 
mercial aviation. Extracts from a re- 
port made to Congress last year by Dr. 
John B. Crane of Harvard University 
were included in the appendix to show 
that the average pay of pilots employed 
by commercial aviation companies ranged 
in most cases from $400 to $650 a month, 
whereas the average monthly pay and 
allowances of Air Corps officers on fly- 
ing status was declared to be $394.18. 
In addition, it was stated, the military 
flier is subjected to greater hazards than 
the commercial flier. 

The greater hazard in performing 
duty, requiring that flyers make certain 
provision for dependents in event of 
death and the higher insurance premiums 
required in these eases, are also urged 
as reasons for maintaining existing flight 
pay. 

In regard to the second proposition 
that flight pay should mount with age, 
it is urged that: 

“The compensation for extra hazard 
would otherwise be a 
tion of the income and thus furnish a 
lesser incentive for undertaking the 
hazardous duty.

“The increased flight pay provides to 
some extent a compensation for the in- 
adequate promotion in the Air Corps 
where officers affected by this provision 
are required to carry the responsibilities 
held in other branches of the Army by 
officers of much higher grade and base 
—_ or" 

Respecting the suggestion of the House 
committee that flight pay be in propor- 
tion to the number of hours flown by 
each individual, the Air Corps pointed 
out that this could be done in two ways; 
flight pay could be in proportion to the 
minimum number of hours required to 
be flown by the individual and that this 
minimum could vary with the type of 
duty performed, or it could be in propor- 
tion to the actual number of hours flown 
by the individual. 

The first of these two alternatives 
would be bad, the report states, in that: 

“* * * Under the present system the 
non-flying duties for which the lower re- 
quirements for flying time are prescribed 
are more onerous than the non-flying 
duties with tactical units. An officer is 
required to make a distinct sacrifice 
when he is placed upon such duty. His 
work is harder. It costs him more to 
live than: if he were living at an Air 
Corps station, and if, in addition, he 
were to receive less flying pay than his 
brother officer on more desirable duty. 
a distinct injustice would be imposed 





upon him, * * * ” 

The second alternative would be equal- 
ly bad, it is stated, for: 

“* * * If flying pay is based upon 
the number of hours flown, there will 
be established too great a premium on 
flying at the sacrifice of other important 
duties, both in headquarters and in the 
field. There will be generated continuous 
jealousy, friction, dissention and discord, 
because some officers will be allowed or 
ordered to fly more than others because 
of the nature of the duties, other than 
flying, which are involved in their as- 
signments. Such conditions will disturb 
the efficient operation of the Air Corps 
at no saving to the government. It would 
appear that such a proposal might have 
originated among officers who believe 
that they will be able to secure for them- 
selves in the future such duties as will 
permit a large amount of flying time to 
be obtained.”

Air Corps—Antiaircraft Exercises 
The advance in material of both air- 
craft and antiaircraft weapons in recent 
years has been so marked that uncer- 
tainties have arisen in the best use of 
the new material and the effect on tac- 
tics and training of personnel. To as- 
sist in the determination of future poli- 
cies and training the War Department 
has directed that Joint Air Corps—aAnti- 
aircraft Exercises be held at Ft. Knox, 
Ky., May 15 to 27, 1933. 
The purposes of these exercises are: 
a. To develop the tactics and tech- 
nique of antiaircraft artillery defense 
against aerial attack, with and with- 
out the cooperation of pursuit avia- 
tion. 
hb. To investigate the use of a distant 


intelligence net in cooperation with 
Air Corps units assigned defensive 
missions. 


ce. To test and develop tactics, tech- 

nique and equipment of the Air Corps. 

d. To test and develop tactics and tech- 

nique of the use of smoke in the at- 

tack of ground 4nstallations by air- 
craft. 

The Air Corps will employ a total of 
about 118 airplanes in the exercises; 
about 23 bombardment, 18 attack, 21 ob- 
servation, 45 pursuit and 6 transport 
planes. 

In order to assemble this number of 
planes the Chief of Air Corps has had 
to call upon the following air fields for 
personnel and material including air- 
planes: March Field, Cal.; Ft. Crockett, 
Tex.; Brooks Field, Tex., Langley Field, 
Va.; Selfridge Field, Mich.; Mitchel 
Field, N. Y.; Wright and Patterson 
Fields, Ohio. 

The other troops taking part in the 
exercises will be: 61st Coast Artillery 
(AA), Ft. Sheridan, Tll.; 62nd Coast 
Artillery (AA), Ft. Totten, N. Y.: 69th 
Coast Artillery (AA), Ft. McClellan, 
Ala,: 1st Signal Co., Ft. Monmouth, N. 
J.; Troops of the 5th Corps Area, and 
825th Observation Squadron (Reserve), 
Bowman Field, Ky. 

The Commanding General of the 5th 
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Corps Area, Maj. Gen. George V. H. 
Moseley, has been placed in complete 
charge and management of these exer- 
cises. He has appointed Brig. Gen. Geo. 
H. Jamerson of Ft. Benjamin Harri- 
son, Ind., as the Director with a staff 
from the War Department and Corps 
Area Headquarters. General Jamerson’s 
headquarters for the exercises will be 
at Ft. Knox, Ky. 

The Blue Forces consist of the attack- 
ing aviation under command of Brig. 
Gen. Henry C. Pratt, AC, of Wright 
Field, Ohio. His command will operate 
principally from Patterson Field, Ohio, 
against a small area at Ft. Knox, se- 
lected to represent an important sensi- 
tive area in war time. The air distance 
from Patterson Field to Ft. Knox is 165 
miles. The Blue Forces will begin to 
assemble for training on April 5. 

The Red Forces (to assemble about 
April 24) consist of the defense troops 
under command of Brig. Gen. Julian 
Rk. Lindsey of Ft. Knox, Ky. The Red 
Forces will include as defending avia- 
tion, part of the 1st Pursuit group from 
Selfridge Field and the 325th Observa- 
tion Squadron (Reserve), based on Bow- 
man Field, Ky. All other defense forces 
will be at Ft. Knox and will be based 
thereon. The antiaircraft artillery in- 
eludes a three inch gun battalion, ma- 
chine gun battalion, search lights and 
close in outposts. 

An intelligence net will also be es- 
tablished by the Ist Signal Company and 
detachments of 5th Corps Area troops. 
This net extends from Louisville to 
Cincinnati and spreads for many miles 
both north and south of the Ohio River. 
There are two or more lines of watch- 
ing and listening posts which are con- 
nected with the defense forces by tele- 
phone and radio. The outer circle of 
posts will be 100 or more miles from 
ft. Knox. Although the posts will give 
the alarm to all the defense forces, 
their principal mission is to gain infor- 
mation of the approach of hostile air- 
craft and convey to Ft. Knox so that the 
defending pursuit squadrons may take 
the air in time to find and attack the 
enemy bombardment airplanes before 
they can reach the objective. 

During a number of the exercises the 
Chemical Warfare Service will assist the 
Air Corps in laying smoke screens to 
determine the extent to which they may 
assist the attacking aviation. 

The tactical situation assumes a boun- 
dary between the Blue (north) and Red 
(south) forces, as the Ohio River east of 
Cincinnati and from Cincinnati westerly 
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toward Terre Haute, Ind. The time 
is assumed as the outbreak of hostili- 
ties with both sides concentrating their 
ground forces. Blue aviation is ready 
and will be directed to destroy the im- 
portant sensitive installations at Ft. 
Knox. 

These exercises are conducted in the 
regular training time of the troops in- 
volved and on regularly allotted funds. 
Some expense is involved in bringing 
troops together but this is minimized 
by the fact that the air troops come 
by air and the antiaircraft artillery will 
make practice marches to and from Ft. 
Knox in their own trucks. No special 
fund has been appropriated or is re- 
quired for these exercises and all ex- 
pense will be met from funds allotted 
for training of the Army. 

The results will be important to the 
Chiefs of Branches and others in de- 
veloping the training policies of the Air 
Corps and the Antiaircraft Artillery and 
may have some effect on the future trend 
of material. 





Army Day 

Honor to the Soldier, the Army and 
the principles of National Defense will 
be paid by the citizenry of the Nation 
next Thursday when celebration in ob- 
servance of Army Day will be held in 
cities and towns throughout the States. 

Marking the 16th anniversary of the 
United States entry into the World War, 
the day will be the sixth annual Army 
Day conducted under the sponsorship of 
the Military Order of the World War, 
which originated the observance. 

President Roosevelt has signified his 
intention of reviewing the parade to be 
conducted in Washington on the after- 
noon of April 6. The President endorsed 
the day in the following letter to Brig. 
Gen. John Roos Delafield, of New York, 
commander-in-chief of the Military Or- 
der of the World War: 


My dear General Delafield: 

The celebration of Army Day at this time 

is fortunate in that it presents a fitting 
oceasion for the Nation to take stock and 
consider the ideals which led us to stand 
shoulder to shoulder, facing the dangers of 
war. 
Present emergencies are being met with 
this same spirit of unity. The problems are 
great but will be overcome. Together we 
ean not fail. 

I wish to add my endorsement to the 
celebration of Army Day and especially to 
commend the citizen components of the Mili- 
tary Service for their patriotism and con- 
tinued service to their country. 

Very sincerely yours, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


From General John J. Pershing, USA- 
Ret, General Delafield received the fol- 
lowing endorsement : 

It is the annual custom to set apart April 
sixth, the anniversary of our entry into the 
World War, as Army Day, to recall to our 
people the devotion of the military forces 
to the nation’s cause, both in peace and in 
war. Today the Army fights shoulder to 
shoulder with all our people in the battle 
which is being successfully waged against 
the forces of economic depression and it 
pledges itself anew to that unconquerable 
spirit which is America. I hope that every 
citizen will join the Army in this pledge 
to the end that the battle may be sooner 
won. 

Endorsements also were received from 
Col. Louis A. Johnson, National Com- 
mander of the American Legion, and 
other national leaders. 

Authorization for Army participation 
in the celebrations was distributed to 
the service by Brig. Gen. James F. Mc- 
Kinley, Acting The Adjutant General, as 
follows: 

This celebration which was originally 
sponsored by the Military Order of the 
World War will be conducted under civilian 
auspices.

citation to Colonel Matthews. “During 
this period a continuous state of warfare 
existed on the far flung borders of the 
country against well organized, heavily 
armed groups of bandits operating under 
eapable guerilla leaders, who were at- 
tempting to overthrow the Government, 
pillage the country and rob the peaceful 
and law-abiding citizens. The Guardia 
Nacional carried on continuous opera- 
tions against these organized bandits, 
defeating them in many combats and 
limiting their depredations so that the 
vast majority of the peaceful inhabitants 
were protected and enabled to carry on 
their normal occupations. * * *Under 
his command, the Guardia Nacional per- 
formed outstanding service in the preser- 
vation of law and order during the 
Presidential election period of 1932. 
* * * By his tact, sound judgment 
and sympathetic understanding of the 
situation in Nicaragua, many difficult 
problems were successfully solved by 
him, the conflicting elements of the two 
historical parties of Nicaragua were 
brought together and an agreement 
reached whereby former members of 
both parties have been commissioned in 
the Guardia Nacional and an orderly 
evacuation of the American personnel 
therein, and the turnover of the Guardia 
Nacional to Nicaraguan control, accom- 
plished, thus leaving the Guardia on 
a firm basis for its continued existence 
as a military organization capable of 
fulfilling its mission of maintaining 
peace tranquility throughout the Re- 
public.”

Bering Sea Expedition 

The Navy has organized the Bering 
Sea Aerological Expedition for the pur- 
pose of making a detailed study of 
weather conditions in the Aleutian 
Islands and the Bering Sea, and for a 
period of about one year, beginning April 
15, observations in that area will be 
made. The expedition, headed by Lt. 
Comdr. Wilbur M. Lockhart, USN, will 
have the cooperation of the Weather 
Bureau, and Observation Stations will 
be established at St. Paul Island in the 
Bering Sea and Dutch Harbor and on 
Kanaga Island in the Aleutian chain. 
Lt. Comdr. Lockhart will have the ser- 
vices of a number of enlisted men who 
are qualified aerographers, experienced 
in making surface and upper air obser- 
vations. 

Radio facilities for the use of the 
expedition are available at St. Paul and 
Dutch Harbor, and a station will be es- 
tablished at Kanaga Bay, with high fre- 
quency equipment—“TAV,” of 8,000-12,000 
KCS, for communication with St. Paul, 
and an intermediate frequency portable 
equipment—“TAN”—195-570 KCS, for 
communication with Dutch Harbor, St. 
Paul and ships at sea. 

The aerological equipment which the 
expedition will set up on these islands 
will consist of recording instruments for 
obtaining continuous records of tempera- 
ture, pressure, humidity, wind direction 
and velocity, as well as theodolites and 
pilot balloons which will be used in 
making observations of the direction and 
speed of the upper winds. 

The three stations will exchange 
weather reports by radio and will also 
communicate the results of their obser- 
vations to the central office of the U. S. 
Weather Bureau on the Pacific Coast 
at San Francisco. 

From the meterological viewpoint, the 
Alieutian Islands area is a fertile field 
for investigation of weather conditions, 
since it is the “home” of the semi-per- 
manent area of low pressure, known to 
meterologists as “the Aleutian Low.” 
Many of the storms which affect not 
only the Pacific Coast: but move across 
the continent and bring bad weather 
eastward are off-shoots of the Aleutian 
low pressure area. It is expected that 
a better knowledge of weather condi- 
tions in the Aleutian Islands and vicin- 
ity will give needed information on the 
origins and causes of storms which af- 
fect the entire United States. 

The Weather Bureau has offered to 
cooperate with the Navy Department in 
the collection of weather data by col- 
lecting information through competent 
observers stationed on vessels of the 
American Mail Line (Dollar Steamship 
Company) making passage from Seattle 
to Oriental ports and return, provided 
satisfactory arrangements can be made 
with the steamship company.

Wherever 
the Flag flies, the troops will parade and demonstrate their readiness to serve. Ip 
spite of unfair cuts in pay, of discriminations in pay, of stoppage of advances in 
pay which the Government pledged ; in spite of failure to provide proper opportuni- 
ties for promotion; in spite of decreased appropriations for necessary equipment ; 
in spite of these and other things which make for discontent, officers and men, with 
that fine loyalty that ever has marked the Service to which they belong, can be 
depended upon to carry on. The people have reason to be proud of their Army. 
Its value in war is proved, its value in peace is repeatedly evidenced. We believe 
that down in the American heart there are respect and admiration for the troops. 
That these feelings will be shown on Thursday by enthusiastic applause showered 
upon the parading forces is our expectation. 

. * . 

WHILE TROOPS are parading, we hope spectators will compare their situa- 
tion with that contemplated for the so-called civilian conservation corps. Men 
upon enlistment in the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps receive pay at the 
rute of $21 per month. Considerable time elapses before advancement to the pay 
grade of $30 per month. They are subject to the pay cut of 15% upon the former 
us upon the latter scale. They are required to sign a contract under which they 
must remain with the colors for three years, and only in extraordinary circum- 
stances are they allowed to receive an honorable discharge prior to the expiration 
of their enlistment. The Roosevelt conservation bill, as originally introduced, pro- 
vided pay for each man enlisted at the rate of $30 per month. Representative 
Connery, chairman of the House Labor Committee, insisted that it was unthink- 
wble for the Government to pay men any such wage, and he wanted to increase 
the amount to $80 per month for married men and $50 per month for single men. 
Senator Walsh argued that the $30 wage “appeared to be so low that it was thought 
unfair and improper to make a reduction of 15%,” and, therefore, the President 
was authorized to fix the scale of compensation as he saw fit. Besides quarters 
and subsistence, the conservation employes will be provided with, to quote Senator 
Copeland, “the roughest kind of clothing, such as is furnished to privates in the 
Army.” 

. « . 

WE FEEL we can properly ask the President and Congress if they have con- 
sidered the effect of this plan upon the men, who in the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps are fitted to serve their country. They see men taken from the ranks of 
unemployment and provided with pay greater than that granted to them, clothed, 
fed and quartered equally as well, and privileged to leave whenever the spirit 
moves them for, all they will have to show is that they have an opportunity for 
private employment. The men in the Army work hard; we will be interested in 
seeing what kind of work will be done by the men in the conservation corps, and 
what kind of discipline will be required of them. Since the depression began, the 
Services have been able to get the pick of young manhood for recruits. Will men 
be willing to sign up for three years now that the new law is in effect when they 
ean join the conservation corps, live in the open under attractive conditions, and 
say good bye to the camp where they are stationed whenever they will? Of course, 
it will be pointed out that enlistments in the corps will be for one year, but what 
penalty is imposed for desertion? There is none in the law, and a presidential 
regulation cannot control this defect. A man who deserts from the Army or Navy 
is punished, and punished severely. The authorities will have to be exceedingly 
careful to prevent bums from using the facilities provided, and at that we expect 
the opportunity to be seized by this class of our citizenry. Because of his experi- 
ence with the B.E.F. in Washington, we respectfully suggest to the President that 
Brig. Gen. Glassford is the natural choice to place in charge. Pleasantry aside, 
we do hope that the social experiment which Mr. Roosevelt has inaugurated will 
not work out to the disadvantage of the country, and that the Government, aware 
of this further pay discrimination against the armed forces, will pass a law 
promptly placing them upon the same status at least as those who are unable or 
unwilling to find work will be coddled in the conservation camps.

IT APPEARS TO BE the intention to abolish the offices of Assistant Sec- 
retary for Air of the Army and Navy. The mass of the Services feel that the 
Air branches are not entitled to a special departmental official and hold that 
the unity of each service is affected by his presence. The experience of the past 
six years, however, shows conclusively the valuable contribution such Secretaries 
have made to the development of the Air Arm. When upon the recommendation 
of the Morrow Board the posts were created, there was increasing friction between 
the Air personnel and other Arms. That friction still exists, but the diplomacy, 
especially of Assistant Secretary Davison, minimized it, and close relations were 
established by him with the General Staff. In the Navy more and more the Air 
Secretary came to depend upon Rear Admiral Moffatt, Chief of the Aeronautical 
Bureau. The Secretary has been able to appear before Congressional Committees, 
and his civilian character has been advantageous in getting consideration of 
Army and Navy proposals.. We believe the Services will find that the abolition 
of the Secretaries is a mistake, and we hope the decision will be reconsidered.

SIMULTANEOUSLY WITH ITS SEPARATION from the League of Nations, 
the Japanese Government announced that it proposed to retain the Islands of the 
Pacific which it is administering under a mandate given by the Geneva organiza- 
tion. We bave no doubt that Japan will fight rather than surrender the posses- 
sions. They are important to her because of their geographical location, their ser- 


vice as a possible stepping stone to the Australasian and American continents, as 2 
means to separate the United States from the Philippines and Asia, and as an 
outpost of defense.

P. P.—The pay of a retired warrant 
officer of the Army ranges from $111 to 
$138 per month, depending upon the 
amount of service he had before retire- 
ment. Retired warrant officers of the 
Mine Planter Service of the Army receive 
retired pay which ranges from $90 to 
$173.44 per month depending upon the 
amount of service. The pay of retired 
warrant officers of the Navy similarly 
ranges from $1378.50 to $1701 a year, 
while that of commissioned warrant offi- 
cers of the Navy ranges from $1500 to 
$3375 a year. All of the above rates 
have been reduced by 81% per cent since 
July 1, 1932, and under the act passed 
last week the reduction will probably be 
increased to 15 per cent. 

The Act of May 7, 1932, provided that 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard should be ad- 
vanced upon the retired list or upon re- 
tirement to the highest commissioned or 
enlisted rank held by them during the 
Spanish-American War or the World. 
No increase in pay was given with the 
promotion, and if the men so promoted 
are called to active duty they resume 
the rank they held at the time of retire- 
ment.

The Pay Situation—Today, April Fool’s Day, the services begin operating under 
the 15 per cent pay cut plan, plus the iniquitous pay freeze and other hardships of 
the new economy plan. 

Briefly, the new deal will mean that every officer will receive 15 per cent less 
in pay than the rate he was entitled to on June 30, 1932, rgardless of any promo- 
tions or longevity increases he may have earned since that date. His allowances, 
too, will drop 15 per cent from the June 1930 schedule. Enlisted men will suffer 
a 15 per cent cut from the amount they are receiving now. 

The cut is not graduated, with the result that the heaviest suffering comes in 
the lowest commissioned ranks and enlisted grades. For example, the base pay 
of second lieutenants in the Army and Marine Corps and Ensigns in the Navy will 
drop from $125 last June to $106.25. If in the meanwhile they had completed five 
years service and would otherwise get the prescribed rate of $175 a month, it 
makes no difference they will receive only $106.25. On the other hand, general 
officers of the Army and flag officers of the Navy who have been receiving $666.67 
and $500 a month will still get the substantial sums of $566.67 and $425.00. 

The same cuts apply all along the line. Using Army designations (the same 
pay cut applies to all the services) the initial monthly pay under conditions stated 
(as of last June) will be cut as follows: First Lieutenants—less than three years 
service, cut from $125.00 to $106.25; first appointment above second lieutenant, 
from $166.67 to $141.67; over three and less than ten years, from $175.00 to $148.75; 
over ten years service, from $230.00 to $195.50. Captains—less than 7 years, from 
$166.67 to $141.67; present rank July 1, 1920, or earlier, of first appointment above 
second lieutenant, from $200 to $170.00; over 7 less than 17 years, from $220 to 
$187; over 17 years, from $312.50 to $265.63. Majors—less than 14 years, from 
$200 to $170.00; first appointment above second lieutenant or appointed to fill 
vacancies by 1920 increase, from $250 to $212.50; over 14 less than 23 years, from 
$300 to $255; over 23 years from $393.75 to $334.69. Lieutenant colonels—less 
than 20 years, from $250 to $212.50; first appointment above captain or appointed 
under Sec. 24, act of 1920, from $291.67 to $247.92; over 20 less than 30 years, 
from $378.17 to $322.29; over 30 years, from $479.17 to $407.29. Colonels—less 
than 26 years service, from $291.67 to $247.92; first appointment above captain or 
appointed under 1920 act Sec. 24, from $333.33 to $283.33; and over 26 years 
service, from $466.67 to $396.67. Brigadier generals drop from $500 to $425, and 
major generals and the general (chief of staff) from $666.67 to $566.67.

New Navy Pilot Rating—Decision has been made to abolish the ratings of Chief 
Aviation Pilot and Aviation Pliot first class, the Navy Department announces. In 
lieu thereof, men who at present hold these ratings, will be required to qualify 
in a basic aviation rating or radioman rating, and in addition, will be designated 
as “Naval Aviation Pilot” in accordance with provisions outlined below. The 
designation of “Naval Aviation Pilot” will entitle individuals holding such designa- 
tions to extra compensation for flight pay under the same conditions as obtain at 
a t, except that such extra compensation will be computed on the basic rating 
held.

Extend Tours of Branch Chiefs—The Judge Advocate General’s Department of the 
Army has ruled that the four year terms of branch chiefs date from the date of 
confirmation by the Senate. As recorded in these columns last week such a ruling 
has the effect of extending the tours of Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, Chief of 
Infantry, and Maj. Gen. Harry L. Gilchrist, Chief of Chemical Warfare, more than 
a month. Under the previous system their tours would have expired March 28, 
the fourth anniversary of their acceptances of appointments. Now they will service 
until May 4, the anniversary of their confirmation by the Senate. The precedent 
for this interpretation of the law was set by the Navy which made a similar ruling 
in the case of. Rear Adm. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics.

Filling of Army General Officer Vacaneies—Secretary of War Dern told inquirers 
this week that although he has been studying the question of appointments to fill 
existing vacancies among the general officers of the line and branch chiefs of the 
Army he has not reached final conclusion and further consideration will be 
necessary. 

“Is there any indication,” he was asked, “that there will be any great changes 
in the slate which failed of confirmation at the last Congress?’ 

“No,” Mr. Dern replied, “I don’t think there will be any great change.” 

The Secretary also put at rest rumors as to the future status of the Chief of 
Staff. To the question, “Is there any intention to replace the Chief of Staff before 
his term expires,” the Secretary replied, “Not that I know of. No, I hadn’t heard 
that suggestion at all. I don’t think there is any such intention.” “There are 
rumors, speculations as to what might happen to him,” his inquirer persisted. 
“I don’t think there ought to be any politics in Army appointments,” was the 
assuring reply.

“The Pressing Problem of National Defense”’—Under this title, Chairman McSwain 
the House Military committee this week utilized the Appendix of the Congres- 


a 


sional Record to support the idea of a separate air force co-equal with the Army and 
Navy in a Department of National Defense. Mr. McSwain declared that “the 
expense of maintaining the defense forces is forcing the matter upon the attention 








of the people.” “The whole world,” he continued, “is groaning under the burdep 
of armaments. Our Democratic platform calls for a survey as to the mounting 
expenses that threaten to reach a billion dollars.” 

He said we can concede inferiority of land forces because our near neighbors 
are friendly and before attack could come from overseas “we could mobilize ang 
train adequate defensive forces.” If one modern battleship costs $50,000,000,00 
he conjectured, then that sum would build and equip 1,000 powerful airplanes 
“We should have,” he asserted, “the greatest and most powerful air forces in the 
world to defend our continental possessions and our shores and frontiers.” 

Mr. McSwain also introduced a bill “To further promote national defense” 
(HR 4363). This bill would increase the Air Corps to its authorized strength of 
1,650 officers by commissioned graduates of the Air Corps Training Center. }; 
also would keep on active duty an average of 550 Air Corps reserve officers eae) 
year. He would have the appointment of the Chief of Air Corps made from among 
officers of any grade of not less than 26 years’ commissioned service, and from those 
who have demonstrated by actual and extended service in such corps that they 
are qualified for such appointment, and assistants from among officers of not less 
than 15 years’ commissioned service of similar qualifications.

Army Paper Work—The War Rageatens approved recently the use, for the pur. 
poses of The Surgeon General, of W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 64 for recording the re. 
sults of the January examination of Air Corps pilots, observers and officers under. 
going flying training instead of W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 63, which is prescribed for 
all other officers. As indicated in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL on February 2, 
1933, the use of one form to meet the needs of both the Chief of Air Corps and the 
Surgeon General will save much time and effort at Air Fields. The Chief of Air 
Corps, pursuant to the desire of the Chief of Staff to reduce paper work, recon. 
mended a further change, namely, in paragraph 10, AR 40-110, whereby if, at the 
July examination, no change in the physical condition of an Air Corps officer 
which affects immediately or remotely his flying capacity and status, has occurred 
since the preceding January examination, a certificate to that effect may be sub. 
mitted in lieu of W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 64, which consists of four pages. A con. 
solidated certificate covering a number of officers may be submitted in place of 
individual certificates. The saving of time and effort by the above change, which 
has been approved by the War Department, can be appreciated.

Washington Talks to Philippines.—Conversations between Government officials and 
Army and Navy officers featured the inauguration, Thursday, March 30, of com- 
mercial telephone service between the United States Mainland and the Philippines 
Among the principal speakers were Secretary of War George H. Dern, who talked 
with John H. Holliday, Acting Governor General of the Philippines, and Secretary 
of the Navy Claude A. Swanson, who talked with Admiral C. E. Courtney, Com- 
mandant of the 16th Naval District. 

A little more than thirty years ago General Arthur MacArthur was Commander 
of the United States forces in the Philippines, who were fighting to subdue a band 
of Filipino patriots led by General Emilio Aguinaldo. In the years following the 
declaration of peace the two generals became firm friends. Thursday, the son of 
General MacArthur, also a general and Chief of Staff, United States Army, talked 
with his friend and his father’s friend, General Aguinaldo, over a 10,000 mile 
telephone circuit linking Washington and Manila.

limited by law, the deduction will be 
15 per cent of total pay and allowances 
as limited by Act of June 10, 1922 and

Enlisted men are subject to the ban 
on automatic increases due to length of 
service but increases of pay may be 
given to enlisted men when promoted or 
rerated. 

The text of the Comptroller’s decision 
was not available when this paper went 
to press. The following ALNAV, reciting 
the gist of the decision was sent out to 
the service: 

“Law requiring legislative furlough re- 
pealed effective One April Nineteen 
Thirty-Three. Comptroller decided un- 
used portion eighteen days legislative 
furlough may be taken with pay between 
One April and Thirty June Nineteen 
Thirty-Three. Each account’ should 
show checkage by Thirty-One March 
Nineteen Thirty-Three of two and one 
half days pay for each month of serv- 
ice since One July Nineteen Thirty-Two 
plus one and one quarter days pay for 
each day of furlough taken in excess of 
two for each month of service since One 
July.

Beer in the Services 


The War and Navy Departments are 
jointly studying the question of the sale 
and use of beer in the armed services. 
Secretary of War Dern in making this 
announcement Thursday stated that they 
are “trying to arrive at some agreement 
on policy and regulation.” No further 
announcement will be made until they 
get the result of the study, he added. 

With the 3.2 beer becoming legal next 
Friday, it appears that in the field the 
services will be governed in their atti- 
tude toward it by their local command- 
ers. It is probable that as far as the 
drinking and possession of it is con- 
cerned the commanding officers will be 
guided by local sentiment. 

In fact, in Omaha, Maj. Gen. John- 
son Hagood, commanding the 7th Corps 
Area, issued a circular removing any re- 
strictions “that may have heretofore 
existed against the introduction and use 
upon military reservations of any and all 
of these non-intoxicating beverages, the 
manufacture and sale of which is now 
permitted by federal statute.” 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson told 
newspaper men that the question of the 
sale of beer “will have to be decided 
by law. We don’t want to be set down 
on by the Supreme Court.” Asked if 
he intended to await a court decision, 
the Secretary replied, “Tt don’t know; I 
am liable to act any day.” 

The question is a knotty one for the 
Department chiefs. Can they afford to 
strengthen the argument of those op- 
posed to the administration’s beer pol- 
icy by banishing from government res- 
ervations a beverage officially labeled 
as “non-intoxicating?” Yet there is a 
belief in some quarters that if the Navy 
Surgeon General or Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral is asked for views on the subject 
adverse opinions will be forthcoming, 
at least as far as shipboard sale is con- 
cerned. As to shore stations and Army 
posts, the view is put forth that they’d 
rather have whatever consumption there 
will be of the new beverage confined as 
far as possible to the reservations where 
due supervision may be exercised. 

The circular issued by Maj. Gen. John- 
son, Hagood from the Headquarters, Sev- 
enth Corps Area, is as follows: 

“The Corps Area Commander is 
charged with the enforcement of pro- 
hibition laws upon military reservations 
within the limits of the Corps Area and 
the following are his instructions with 
reference thereto: 

“Nonintoxicating beverages: Congress, 
in effect, has declared that certain bever- 
ages containing not more than 3.2 per 
eent alcohol are not to be regarded as 
intoxicants within the meaning of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. It follows from 
this that laws heretofore passed by Con- 
gress prohibiting the introduction or use 
of intoxicants upon military reservations 
cannot reasonably be held to apply to 
such beverages. ‘Therefore, pending in- 
structions from the War’ Department 
and within the limits of the authority 
imposed upon him, the Corps Area Com- 
mander hereby removes any restrictions 
that may have heretofore existed against 
the introduction and use upon military 
reservations of any and all of these non- 
intoxicating beverages, the manufacture 
and sale of which is now permitted by 
federal statute. 

“Intoxicants: Members of the Army 
not on military reservations are subject 
to the same laws, both Federal and 
state, that govern civilians. They are 
subject to the additional restrictions that 
they must be at all times prepared for 
the full performance of their duty and 
must at no time do anything that will 
reflect discredit upon the service. Mem- 
bers of the Army when on military res- 
ervations are subject not only to the 
general prohibition laws, but to special 
laws against the introduction, sale or 





possession of intoxicants upon such res- 
ervations, 

“Commanding officers are charged 
with the dual responsibility of observing 
these laws themselves and of enforcing 
them upon their subordinates.” 





Army in Relief Work 


With the passage of the reforestation- 
relief plan by the Congress this week, 
the Army is awaiting the announcement 
of further details concerning the part it 
will play in the scheme. 

Secretary Dern said at his press con- 
ference Thursday that no further details 
have been worked out other than those 
announced last week, which were re- 
ported in the Journal of March 25. 

General Douglas MacArthur, chief of 
staff, testified March 24 before a joint 
session of the Senate and House com- 
mittees on Labor. 

“The Army,” the general said, “is, as 
usual, prepared to carry out any func- 
tions that may be required of it. In 
this particular case the Army is a gen- 
eral agency, not with reference to any 
military project, nothing that concerns 
the National Defense, but as an emer- 
gency relief organization. 

“The history of the uniformed service 
will show it has not only the peacetime 
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mission of protection, of law and order, 
but that it is upon that general basis 
and background that the Army, as I 
understand it, is to be utilized in the 
furtherance of the plan contained in the 
bill under discussion. The details of the 
proposition will’ be carried on by other 
agencies of the Government, to a very 
large extent, at least. The selection of 
the individuals who are to be recruited 
will be in the hands of the Department 
of Labor. The various agencies scattered 
throughout the country will select those 
individuals who are to be enlisted, who 
are to be enrolled. The Army will then 
collect these men in the various centers 
for the purpose of rehabilitation, for the 
purpose of fitting them with shelter, 
food, clothing, equipment, preparatory 
to their being checked out to the various 
labor projects. The time that will be 
involved in their passing through our 
centers will probably be a month. 
“There will be no military training 
whatsoever. The only physical training 
will be that which any well-ordered com- 
munity would go through in order to 
keep men in physical condition so they 
will be prepared physically for the tasks 
which they are to undergo. We will 
furnish shelter, food, clothing, imple- 
ments, and later on we will furnish any

The importance of radio in the work 
of the International Ice Patrol is em- 
phasized in the report of the Patrol for 
the 1932 season. The report, prepared 
by Lt. R. M. Hoyle, USCG, ice observa- 
tion officer of the Patrol, will be issued 
py the Government Printing Office with- 
in the next few days. 

“Radio is by far the most important 
equipment of the ice-patrol vessels,” the 
document states. “It is only through the 
radio that the latest ice information can 
pe gathered and broadcast to shipping. 
Again radio is used to gather surface 
water temperature reports from all ves- 
sels crossing the ice regions. Therefore 
it is very necessary that the ice-patrol 
vessels be equipped with the latest and 
pest radio equipment obtainable and 
have in their complement a group of 
well-trained and reliable radio opera- 
tors * * * 

“During the season there was no se- 
rious trouble with either the sending or 
the receiving apparatus. Direct com- 
munication was held with NAA at Wash- 
ington, D. €., daily. One vessel on the 
west coast reported having heard the 
ice-patrol calling Washington. 

“The radio compasses were very help- 
ful in 1932 in enabling the patrol ves- 
sels to find each other in order to effect 
a relief. The reliefs were made invari- 
ably in a dense fog. Twice the boat car- 
rying the ice observation party to the 
other vessel left the ship before the ves- 
sels had sighted each other. Despite bad 
visibility it was always possible to re- 
lieve the patrol on time, for no matter 
how thick or prolonged the fog the pa- 
trol vessels could always find each other 
by means of their radio compasses. 

“The cooperation of the shore radio 
stations and of the ships crossing the 
ice regions was excellent.”

The first ice observation cruise of the 
General Greene in the new season 
was completed upon her arrival in St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, March 26, hav- 
ing sailed from that port on March 20. 
A survey of oceanographic and ice con- 
ditions along the eastern slope of the 
Grand Banks was made, and the only 
iceberg sighted by the General Greene 
was a large one in lat. 47-24, long. 50-42 
on March 25. The General Greene is in 
charge of Boatswain C. H. Bartlett, and 
Senior Physical Oceanograph F. M. Soule 
is responsible for the prosecution of the 
scientific program with which the vessel 
is charged.

With the opening of navigation on the 
Great Lakes, Lt. J. D. Conway has been 
assigned as Commanding Officer, Am- 
herstburg Channel Patrol, Lower De- 
troit River, with headquarters at Tren- 
ton, Michigan.

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Academy from the 3rd District of Illinois 
in May 1883. During the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, he served in the USS Indiana 
and pt ticipated in the destruction of the 
Spanish Fleet at Santiago, Cuba. 

He commanded the USS Chester in 
1910 and in 1912 was ordered to the 


Naval War College, Newport, R. I., for — 


a course of instruction, and the following 
year served on the staff of the college. 
In 1914, he commanded the USS Tennes- 
see which was sent to the assistance of 
the Americans in Europe at the begin- 
ning of the World War and later as- 
sisted in evacuating refugees in the 
Near East. For that service he was 
given a letter of commendation by Secre- 
tary of State Robert Lansing. 

After commanding the USS Washing- 
ton, he returned to the Naval War Col- 
lege for duty on the staff for a short 
period, and in April 1917, was appointed 
Naval Attache at the American Em- 
bassy, Madrid, Spain. For this service 
he was awarded the Navy Cross. 

In August 1918, he was given com- 
mand of the Submarine Base and all 
Naval activities based in the vicinity of 
New London, Conn., and on Oct. 4 he 
was appointed Commandant, Naval Sta- 
tion, New London. In March 1919, Ad- 
miral Decker was ordered to duty as 
Commandant Seventh Naval District, 
Key West, Fla., and in Aug. 1920 was 
assigned to the Fifth Naval District, 
Hampton Roads, Va., for General Court- 
Martial duty, and in December of that 
year, was transferred to the First Naval 
District, Boston, Mass., for similar duty. 
In July 1922, he was appointed Senior 
Member of the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, Pacific Coast Station, and in 
1923, was relieved of active duty and 
placed on the retired list of the Navy.

Regarding Col. Earl Harvey Bruns, 
MO, USA, who died March 16, 1933, of 
arteriosclerosis, at William Beaumont 
General Hospital, El Paso, Tex., a corre- 
spondent writes: 

Colonel Bruns was one of the most 
brilliant officers in the Medical Corps of 
the Army. He had an infinite capacity 
for work and was fast achieving an in- 
ternational reputation as internist and 
specialist in chest diseases. It is prob- 
able that he did more to advance the 
treatment of chest diseases and tuber- 
culosis than any other American phy- 
sician of this decade. It is believed that 
heliotherapy as used in this country in 
the treatment of special forms of tuber- 
culosis was started at Fitzsimons Gen- 
eral Hospital under his direction. He 
was the first in the Army and among 
the first in this country to advocate sur- 
gical treatment, such as thoracoplasty 
in advanced pulmonary tuberculosis, 
even when conservative physicians were 
looking askance at radical surgery in 
this disease. 

Col. Bruns in his official and profes- 
sional relations was marked by a great 
devotion to his patients by whom he was 
universally loved, by an intense loyalty 
to subordinates and a belief that the 
Golden Rule was the best policy in his 
dealing with his fellow men. No officer 
could serve under him without learning 
to love him for his character and respect 
him for his knowledge and attainments. 
Many medical officers today are beholden 
to Colonel Bruns for their knowledge of 
chest diseases due to his‘ requirement 
that all officers serving in his Depart- 
ment should attend his course of instruc- 
tions which he conducted yearly during 
the fall, winter and spring months. 

Aside from his attainments in the 
medical field Colonel Bruns was an ac- 
complished painter and a mountain 
climber of note, having scaled practically 
all the high mountains in Colorado and 
the unexplored Mount Piapayungan in 
Mindanao in the Philippine Islands. 

Those who knew Colonel Bruns loved 
him. His loss to our corps is irrepar- 
able. May his life be an inspiration to 
us of self-sacrificing endeavor. 

He leaves a widow, Mrs. Caroline 
Howard Bruns, who has been a devoted 
wife since their marriage at Silver City, 
New Mexico, April 17, 1909.

stoup on the call of other departments 
of the government, integrated groups. 
** * At that stage of the game other 
departments of the government will take 
them over and the responsibility of the 
Army will cease.” 

“These men,” General MacArthur went 
on, “will be collected from the nine 
Corps which constitute the continental 
United States, in proportion to the un- 
employment in those areas. 

“They will not be subjected to the 
type of discipline to which a soldier is 
subjected. When we have them there 
Will be such ordinary and decent re- 
Qiirements as any civilized community 
Would have.” There would be no strict 
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discipline or court martial, he added in 
answer to a question. 

In response to further interrogation he 
said, “We could not possibly supply 
these men from our our resources, not at 
all. Not even general supplies. Our 


appropriations are cut to the very bone, | 


and we are merely carrying a skeleton 
of the Army as it is. We have certain 
material, not any great quantity, upon 
which we could draw and which could 
be issued to these men, but we would 
expect that to be replaced by the money 
that is appropriated for the purpose of 
carrying out this act. 

“We figure that these men will be re- 
tained in the Army concentration cen- 
ters approximately a month.” 

In regard to medical examination the 
following discussion occurred : 

Representative Fitzgibbons. “You will 
make a record of the medical examina- 
tion you give these men?” 

General MacArthur. “Yes, sir.” 

Representative Fitzgibbons. “That is 
a public record?” 

General MacArthur. “It is.” 

Representative Fitzgibbons. “If a man 
is turned down for some defect, would 
it not be a handicap to him in procuring 
a job in private employment later on?” 

General MacArthur. “I fancy so.”’ 

Representative Griswold. “In respect 
to the medical treatment contemplated, 
you do not contemplate it any more than 
the World War treatment?” 

General MacArthur. “Such as vaccina- 
tion for smallpox and for typhoid and 
para typhoid.” 





Study Defense Reorganization 
(Continued from First Page) 
he believed the National Defense Act 
should be rewritten to provide for all 
arms of defense. 

“The National Defense Act was all 
right in its day,” he declared, “but it is 
out of date now. We should have an 
air force strong enough to give us con- 
trol of the air. This would protect us 
from attack from the sea. For this pur- 
pose we should have at least 2000 bomb- 
ers and 50 zeppelins. The Navy should 
be composed for the most part of sub- 
marines. They can’t be attacked from 
the air, while no surface vessels are 
safe from aircraft. If we have any sur- 
face vessels they should be flying deck 
cruisers, for they would have a limited 
use.” 

The former assistant Chief of the Air 
Corps told the committee that the Army 
should not be touched. 

“We should always maintain a strong 
Regular Army,” General Mitchell said. 
“At present the Army is in excellent 
condition. It is better than it ever has 
been. We should never reduce it. Al- 
ways keep the Army and West Point 
going.” 

Questioned as to the strength of the 
air forces today, General Mitchell de- 
clared : 

“We have no air force. We have mere- 
ly a small auxiliary service attached to 
the Army to aid the Infantry and a small 
auxiliary service attached to the Navy 
to protect the battleships. In order to 
create an air force we should have 
heavy bombers and zeppelins. Bombers 
ean be built today which will go 6,000 
miles and can carry 4,000 pounds of 
bombs. Wars in the future will be won 
by bombing planes and zeppelins attack- 
ing centers of population in the enemy 
country.” 

General Mitchell praised the airship 
as a weapon, declaring that today it 
can go from any one point in the world 
to any other point and would be greatly 
destructive. He stated that our national 
defense policy should be considered main- 
ly from the point of view of an attack 
from the Pacific. Japan, he said, is en- 
tirely at the mercy of air power, and 
could be subdued in two weeks with an 
air force composed of bombers and zep- 
pelins in the quantities he mentioned. 

Enactment of the McSwain bill con- 
solidating the War and Navy Depart- 
ments would effect a saving of $150,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000, General Mitchell de- 
clared. Asked as to how this would be 
done, he stated that sixty to a hundred 
million could be saved by combining the 
air forces and that the remainder by 
closing navy yards and scrapping naval 
yessels. He promised to place in the 





record a detailed explanation as to how 
the savings could be made. 

General Mitchell recommended that 
the McSwain bill be amended to pro- 
vide for but one assistant secretary. 
who would have charge of procurement. 
There would be an aviation branch, 
which would have charge of military 
and civil aviation, under his plan, an 
Army branch left as it is, and a marine 
branch, comprising the Navy and all 
Governmental marine and shipping ac- 
tivities. He would also have a combined 
war college, rather than separate ones 
for the Army and Navy. Each service, 
the Air Force, Army and Navy would 
be headed by an officer who would re- 
port direct to the Secretary of National 
Defense rather than have civilian assist- 
ant secretaries. 

Representative W. Frank James, rank- 
ing Republican member of the committee 
declared that he too believed that the 
services should be headed by “fighting 
men” rather than civilian assistant sec- 
retaries. 

Maj. Gen. Benjamin Foulois, chief of 
air corps, told the committee that he had 
recently recommended to the War De- 
partment that a general restudy of Na- 
tional Defense should be made to deter- 
mine what modern weapons of war, 
hand, sea and air, should be procured 
with reference to efficiency and available 
appropriations. He said he believed 
under the present uncertain political 
condition in the world there should be 
no curtailment in appropriations as a 
whole and that there should be no re- 
duction in specific appropriations until 
after a thorough and exhaustive survey 
of the value today of all weapons. The 
Air Corps now, he said, has only half 
the needed strength to protect the coun- 
try against air attack. There is only 
one week’s supply of bombs on hand at 
present, he said. 

Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, USA-Ret, 
former chief of air corps, told the com- 
mittee that he did not agree with Gen- 
eral Mitchel as to the value of dirigibles. 
He said he thought they have practically 
no value in war. Asked as to the con- 
solidation of departments with a sepa- 
rate air force, he said he thought the 
Air forces ought to be under one com- 
mand but that the Army and Navy each 
ought to have auxiliary air forces. He 
did not want to see any reduction in 
the Army. but if that was the only way 
an increase for the air forces could be 
obtained he would favor it.

fied on the bill before the joint meeting 
of the Senate and House labor commit- 
tees. 

Senator LaFollette asked him, “So it 
is not planned to take care of these 
projects in your public works program, 
from which money is being diverted at 
this time for this program?” 

To which Mr. Douglas replied, “I do 
not know that I could say or that any- 
body could say that the money to be 
diverted under this will be replaced 
in toto by subsequent appropriations. I 
would not like to make that statement, 
because I do not know as that is what 
will happen. The whole purpose is to try 
to catch our breath and get a complete 
picture of what should be done in the 
form of public works and in the form 
of the most useful public works that can 
be constructéd and which will give the 
most employment. If there are some 
projects from which moneys are to be 
diverted under this bill which are not 
within the category of the most useful 
or would give the most employment to 
men, it may very well be that no pro- 
vision will be made for the construction 
of these projects?” 

Senator Trammell: “In other words, 
all public works projects which would 
include rivers and harbors projects, I 
presume, will be suspended until a check- 
up is made for the purpose of obtaining 
funds to undertake what is termed an 
emergency project to take care of emer- 
gency unemployment.” 

Mr. Douglas: “Yes; temporarily, the 
obligation of public funds for that kind 
of projects, for the news projects, is 
suspended.”

Dr. C. M. A. Stine, vice president of
